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INTRODUCTION 


The  Town  of  Kenly  Planning  Board  has  chosen  community  beautification  as  its 
first  priority  work  program.  This  is  perhaps  only  fitting  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  Kenly  Garden  Club  was  instrumental  in  getting  the  Planning  Board 
formed  and  operating  with  the  assistance  of  a HUD  Comprehensive  Planning  Assistance 
grant . 

The  preparation  of  this  report  is  only  the  beginning  of  considerable  efforts  which 
must  be  expended  to  improve  the  visual  quality  of  Kenly.  The  plan  and  its 
recommendations  must  be  widely  circulated  and  discussed  in  the  community.  It 
should  be  explained  and  promoted  before  civic  clubs  and  other  organizations 
throughout  the  community,  including  those  of  all  age  groups  and  racial  back- 
grounds. It  could  be  a starting  point  for  gaining  citizen  support  and 
participation  for  the  remainder  of  the  planning  program,  either  through  the 
formation  of  a Community  Council  as  advocated  by  Agricultural  Extension

community  development  specialists,  or  some  other  viable  organization, 
important  point  to  be  remembered  is  that  the  existence  of  a plan  such 
in  no  way  guarantees  implementation  of  its  recommendations.  Planning 
members,  other  town  officials,  local  clubs  and  organizations  must  all 
support  to  ensure  the  success  of  Kenly's  beautification  program. 
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APPEARANCE  INVENTORY  --  ASSETS  AND  INABILITIES 


Before  it  can  embark  on  a comprehensive  beautification  program,  a community 
must  take  stock  of  its  appearance  assets  and  liabilities.  This  is  done  to 
enable  the  community  to  maximize  its  resources  in  enhancing  its  visual  assets, 
as  well  as  eliminating  its  visual  liabilities.  No  attempt  will  be  made  in  this 
report  to  rank  either  assets  or  liabilities;  this  will  be  left  to  the  Planning 
Board  and  other  town  officials  who  will  have  responsibility  for  emphasizing  or 
de-emphasizing  specific  work  programs  as  they  see  the  need.  Community 
appearance  needs  will  undoubtedly  change  from  year  to  year  as  certain  programs 
are  implemented,  and  the  Planning  Board  will  be  able  to  react  to  these 
changing  needs  with  new  recommendations  and  programs. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  get  the  opinions  of  Kenly  residents  incorporated  into 
the  visual  survey.  Survey  forms  (see  Appendix  A)  were  available  at  the  Town 
Hall  and  various  business  establishments.  They  also  were  taken  to  civic 
clubs  and  organizations  for  members  to  fill  out.  Responses,  however,  were 
discouraging  to  say  the  least.  Fewer  than  a dozen  questionnaires  were  com- 
pleted by  townspeople,  and  several  that  were  completed  were  oriented  to 
individual  streets  and  not  to  the  town  as  a whole.  Perhaps  this  was  indicative 
of  a poor  survey,  or  perhaps  it  shows  that  the  townspeople  are  generally 
apathetic  towards  beautification  programs.  If  the  latter  is  true,  it  indicates 
that  a great  deal  of  public  relations  work  and  general  "salesmanship"  will 
have  to  be  done  to  get  the  community  involved  in  beautification.  How  this 
might  be  accomplished  is  discussed  later  in  this  report. 


Visual  Assets  --  Positive  Views 


There  are  areas  in  Kenly  which  are  visual  attributes,  and  which  should  be 
preserved  and/or  enhanced  as  such.  Areas  in  this  category  mentioned  in  visual 
survey  questionnaires  and/or  noted  through  personal  observation  include  the 
fo 1 lowing : 

1.  Dogwoods  ins  pring  along  Alford,  Gardner,  Second,  and  Church  Streets 

2.  U.  S.  Post  Office 

3.  Entrances  to  Kenly  from  east  and  west  via  State  Highway  222 

4.  The  Grady  triangle 

5.  Elementary  school 

6.  Churches 

7.  Some  residences  and  yards 

The  library  was  mentioned  conditionally  if  it  were  painted  and  landscaped. 
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Those  visual  assets  most  often  mentioned  by  townspeople  were  the  Grady 
triangle,  Highway  222  east  of  Kenly,  and  dogwoods  in  spring.  These  are  all 
areas  which  can  be  preserved  and  enhanced  through  methods  outlined  in  the 
next  section  of  this  report.  Although  a number  of  residences  add  to  the 
charm  and  visual  appeal  of  Kenly,  it  should  be  remembered  that  many  of  them 
are  off  the  heavily  traveled  thoroughfares,  and  thus  are  appreciated  by  only 
a few  Kenly  residents  and  fewer  visitors.  Those  visual  assets  most  noticeable 
are  the  ones  mentioned  above,  contiguous  to  major  thoroughfares.  These 
highly  visual  assets  should  be  given  a high  priority  for  preservation  and 
improvement  since  they  will  have  the  greatest  visual  impact  for  the  smallest 
expenditure  of  funds. 


Visual  Liabilities  --  Negative  Views 

Unfortunately,  Kenly's  "balance  sheet"  of  visual  assets  and  liabilities  is 
more  heavily  weighted  on  the  liabilities  side.  Those  items  which  detract 
from  Kenly's  aesthetic  environment  include  the  following: 

1.  Vacant  lots  overgrown  with  weeds 

2.  Junk  motor  vehicles 

3.  Oversized  and  deteriorated  commercial  signs  and  billboards. 

4.  Debris  and  rubble  in  yards 

5.  Street  name  markers  in  need  of  painting  or  replacement 

6.  Dilapidated  buildings,  many  of  which  are  vacant 
7*  Litter 

8.  Unpaved  streets  and  parking  areas 

9.  Downtown  business  area  in  need  of  rehabilitation 

10.  Lack  of  street  trees  and  landscaping  in  public  areas 

11.  Above-ground  utility  wires 

12.  Railroad  right-of-way 

Several  of  Kenly's  aesthetic  deficiencies  are  of  such  a nature  that  a con- 
concentrated  clean-up  campaign  would  alleviate  many  of  the  problems.  Such  a 
clean-up  campaign  would  include  mowing  and  cleaning  of  vacant  lots,  removal 
of  junk  cars,  and  removal  or  repainting  of  business  signs.  Other  projects, 
which  will  be  discussed  later  in  more  detail,  would  require  more  in  the  way  of 
planning  and  resource  allocation  (funds). 
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It  should  be  noted  that  several  of  Kenly's  worse  visual  deficiencies,  in- 
cluding junk  cars,  overgrown  vacant  lots,  dilapidated  buildings,  and  a 
proliferation  of  deteriorating  signs,  are  located  along  U.  S.  Highway  301, 
and  thus  are  viewed  by  thousands*  of  people  daily  whose  only  impression  of 
Kenly  is  formed  from  viewing  this  0.7  mile  "strip".  This  situation  will 
probably  continue  to  deteriorate,  although  it  will  not  be  viewed  by  as  many 
people,  when  1-95  is  routed  around  Kenly  to  the  north.  In  fact,  much  of  the 
future  deterioration  of  this  strip  commercial  development  will  be  due  to  de- 
creased traffic  volumes  along  U.S.  301  and  the  resulting  negative  effect  on 
highway  oriental  businesses.  Implications  of  this  change  will  be  explored 
in  more  detail  in  Kenly' s Comprehensive  Development  Plan,  which  will  follow 
this  report.  Meanwhile,  planning  board  members  and  other  townspeople  should 
decide  if  they  want  to  focus  the  beautification  program  on  areas  viewed 
primarily  by  residents  of  Kenly,  or  on  areas  viewed  primarily  by  visitors  and 
passers-by.  If  a positive  impression  is  desired  for  visitors,  then  certainly 
the  program  should  put  a good  deal  of  emphasis  on  improving  U.S.  301.  Even 
after  1-95  is  completed  around  the  town,  U.S.  301  will  continue  to  carry  some 
intercity  traffic  between  Smithfield  and  Wilson.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
townspeople  feel  more  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  areas  frequented  by 
Kenly  residents,  perhaps  the  business  district  on  Second  Street  and  the 
railroad  crossing  area  should  receive  first  priority.  Eventually,  though, 
all  of  the  above  mentioned  deficiencies  should  be  corrected  throughout  the 
town.

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BEAUTIFICATION  GOALS  AND  GENERALIZED 
WORK  PROGRAM 


The  identification  of  goals  to  be  attained  is  an  important  step  in  Kenly’ s 
beautification  program.  These  suggested  goals  are  generalized,  as  goals 
should  be,  and  reflect  a target  or  set  of  targets  towards  which  Kenly  residents 
should  aim.  As  is  most  often  the  case  with  general  goals,  there  is  more 
than  one  way  to  achieve  them,  and  where  these  alternatives  are  easily  dis- 
cernible and  equally  viable,  they  will  each  be  discussed  under  the  appropriate 
goal. 

The  following  beautification  goals  are  suggested  for  the  Town  of  Kenly: 

1.  To  get  vacant  lots  mowed  and  cleaned  of  debris  on  a regular 
schedule 

2.  To  remove  all  junked  motor  vehicles  from  the  community,  and 

to  ensure  that  they  are  not  allowed  in  the  community  in  the  future 

3.  To  rejuvenate  the  downtown  business  area  with  a comprehensive 
"facelifting" 

4.  To  encourage  removal  of  vacant  dilapidated  buildings 

5.  To  encourage  removal  of  oversized,  unsightly,  and  deteriorated 
signs  and  billboards,  and  to  strictly  regulate  all  new  signs 

6.  To  initiate  an  annual  clean-up,  paint-up,  fix-up  campaign 

7.  To  make  people  aware  of  the  litter  problems,  and  to  mount  a sus- 

tained campaign  against  litter 

8.  To  initiate  a street  tree  planting  program 

9.  To  enhance  the  visual  quality  of  new  subdivisions  by  requiring 
certain  improvements,  including  paved  streets  and  underground 
utilities 

10.  To  encourage  and  promote  landscaping  of  public  and  private  areas 
in  the  community 

11.  To  foster  widespread  community  support  for  the  beautification 
program  by  involving  all  elements  of  the  community  in  the 
program 

These  goals,  and  methods  of  achieving  them,  will  now  be  discussed  individually. 
Goal  1:  To  get  vacant  lots  mowed  and  cleaned  of  debris  on  a regular  schedule: 
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The  Town  of  Kenly  has  a large  number  of  vacant  lots  interspersed  with  developed 
lots.  This  magnifies  the  detrimental  effects  of  the  unmaintained  vacant  lots 
because  of  their ' proximity  to  the  developed  parcels. 

There  are  two  alternatives  for  getting  these  vacant  lots  mowed  and  cleaned  of 
debris;  the  first  is  to  persuade  lot  owners  to  keep  them  maintained  as  part  of 
the  town's  overall  beautification  program,  and  the  second  is  to  adopt  and  en- 
force a town  ordinance  "for  the  prevention  and  abatement  of  public  nuisances 
caused  by  the  uncontrolled  growth  of  noxious  weeds  and  grass  and  the  accumula- 
tion of  refuse."  Such  an  ordinance  has  been  tentatively  approved  by  the  Kenly 
Board  of  Commissioners,  subject  to  legal  review  by  the  town  attorney,  and 
should  be  adopted  in  the  near  future. 

The  best  way  to  implement  programs  of  this  nature  is  through  voluntary  coopera- 
tion from  the  land  owner.  According  to  the  suggested  annual  beautification 
work  programs  scheduled  for  Kenly  (Appendix  B) , the  month  of  April  would  be  a 
good  time  to  initiate  the  vacant  lot  mowing  and  clean  up  program.  The  vacant 
lots  should  be  maintained  monthly,  or  as  often  as  necessary  through  the  growing 
season  to  continue  a good  appearance.  If  some  individuals  don't  have  the 
means,  physical  or  financial,  to  undertake  maintenance  of  their  vacant  lots, 
help  should  be  solicited  from  civic  organizations  to  provide  needed  assistance. 
This  maintenance  program  should  be  coordinated  with  the  town  Sanitation 
Department  to  ensure  that  rubble  and  debris  carried  to  the  curbside  can  be 
picked  up  shortly  thereafter. 

Use  of  the  second  alternative,  taking  legal  action  against  the  vacant  lot 
owners  for  violating  the  to-be-adopted  nuisance  ordinance  should  be  used  only 
as  a last  measure  against  individuals  refusing  to  cooperate. 

Goal  2:  To  remove  all  junked  motor  vehicles  from  the  community,  and  to 
ensure  that  they  are  not  allowed  in  the  community  in  the  future: 

A windshield  survey  of  Kenly  in  October  1972  indicated  a total  of  nearly  sixty 
junked  motor  vehicles  in  the  community.  These  junked  vehicles  are  located  on 
residential  lots,  vacant  lots,  gasoline  service  station  lots,  and  on  public 
right-of-way.  They  are  found  in  almost  all  sections  of  town,  new  subidivisions 
as  well  as  old.  Junked  motor  vehicles  comprise  one  of  the  worse  visual 
nuisances  in  Kenly,  yet  is  one  of  the  easiest  to  correct. 

Here  again,  there  are  two  general  methods  of  achieving  the  goal.  The  first, 
and  preferable,  method  is  to  encourage  voluntary  cooperation  with  a junk  car 
removal  program.  The  alternative  is  to  take  legal  action  against  violators 
of  the  town's  junked  motor  vehicle  ordinance. 

A voluntary  program  of  removal  is  much  more  feasible  today  than  it  was  a 
couple  of  years  ago,  simply  because  the  price  of  scrap  steel  has  risen  signifi- 
cantly in  the  past  few  years.  It  is  now  easier  to  get  scrap  metal  dealers  to 
pick  up  individual  cars  and  remove  them  to  junk  yards,  since  they  can  do  so  at 
a profit.  The  procedure  usually  works  something  like  this.  Some  civic  club 
or  organization  assumes  responsibility  of  conducting  the  program.  Members 
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of  this  club  are  then  assigned  geographic  areas  of  responsibility  (two  or  three 
blocks,  or  a sector  of  town),  which  they  survey  to  determine  the  exact 
number  and  location  of  junked  vehicles.  Owners  of  the  property  are  asked  to 
sign  release  forms,  approved  by  the  town  attorney,  giving  the  junk  dealer 
permission  to  remove  the  vehicle(s).  The  vehicles  then  are  usually  taken  to  a 
corral  in  or  near  the  town  (3/4  to  1 acre  is  needed)  where  the  motor  and 
running  gear  are  stripped  from  them.  A huge  mobile  crusher  is  then  used  to 
compress  the  hulks,  and  these  hulks  and  other  parts  are  trucked  to  the  scrap 
dealer.  The  volume  capacity  of  such  an  operation  is  usually  about  15  to  20 
vehicles  per  day.  There  are  variations  to  this  general  procedure;  for  example 
the  scrap  dealer  will  sometimes  charge  a small  fee  per  vehicle  removed.  It 
pays  to  ’’shop  around"  to  find  the  most  advantageous  arrangement  in  terms  of 
cost,  number  of  vehicles  processed  per  day,  and  satisfaction  of  previous  cus- 
tomers . 

The  town  should  make  its  position  perfectly  clear  that  it  does  not  wish  to 
undertake  such  a project  on  a periodic  basis.  Once  the  existing  junk  cars 
are  removed,  the  town  should  consider  taking  legal  action  against  individuals 
reintroducing  junked  motor  vehicles  into  the  community. 

Goal  3:  To  rejuvenate  the  downtown  business  area  with  a comprehensive 
"facelifting: 

One  of  Kenly 's  economic  assets  is  its  retail  business  district  on  Second 
Street.  Although  an  economic  base  study  of  the  community  has  not  yet  been 
completed,  it  stands  to  reason  that  greater  retail  sales  in  Kenly  would  help 
stimulate  the  local  economy,  thereby  benefiting  the  entire  community.  To 
do  this,  Kenly  merchants  must  aggressively  seek  those  shopping  dollars  now 
spent  in  Wilson,  Smithfield,  and  Raleigh.  One  way  to  change  the  image  of  downtown 
Kenly  as  a good  place  to  shop  would  be  to  improve  its  visual  appearance. 

The  Second  Street  business  district  in  Kenly  has  a very  shabby  appearance. 

This  is  due  to  old  storefronts  in  need  of  painting,  dilapidated  signs,  dirty 
windows,  vacant  upper  stories  with  junk  and  debris  visible  through  the 
windows,  narrow  sidewalks,  and  overhead  utility  wires.  The  merchants  can  go 
as  far  as  they  want  in  improving  the  appearance  of  downtown;  these  efforts 
can  range  all  the  way  from  a complete  facade  treatment,  new  sidewalks,  parking, 
underground  utilities,  etc.,  to  a simple  clean-up  paint-up  campaign.  The  costs 
could  range  anywhere  from  $180,000+  (Wendell’s  cost  for  a complete  project), 
to  the  cost  of  some  window  cleaner  and  a few  gallons  of  paint,  depending  on 
how  extensively  merchants  and  town  officials  want  to  become  involved  financially. 

It  may  be  helpful  to  first  explain  how  Wendell  implemented  their  program, 
and  then  to  discuss  some  alternative  for  Kenly. 

Wendell's  downtown  facelifting  was  discussed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  several 
years  before  it  was  decided  to  take  action.  In  1969,  the  mayor  appointed  a 
seven  member  steering  committee  to  prepare  detailed  plans  and  cost  estimates. 

A consulting  firm  was  retained  to  prepare  these  plans  and  cost  estimates;  they 
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were  revised  and  refined  a number  of  times  before  the  final  design  was  approved. 
The  town  then  approached  property  owners  who  would  benefit  from  the  project,  and 
attempted  to  get  ,51  percent  signatures  so  they  could  be  assessed  for  improvements. 
It  was  difficult  to  get  these  signatures  until  the  town  was  confronted  with  a 
proposed  shopping  mall  just  outside  the  city  limits.  Local  businessmen  then 
realized  that  downtown  renewal  was  the  only  way  they  could  survive,  and  the 
needed  signatures  were  obtained.  Actual  construction  took  about  one  year,  and 
the  project  was  completed  in  1970.  Benefiting  property  owners  were  assessed 
a total  of  $30,000  on  a front-foot  basis.  The  town's  $150,000  share  of  the 
cost  came  from  "surplus"  funds  accumulated  over  a period  of  about  10  years,  plus 
3 years  Powell  Bill  revenues.  The  Powell  Bill  revenues  were  used  for  street 
improvements,  and  the  property  owners  share  was  used  basically  for  store  front 
remodeling. 

From  Wendell's  experience,  it  can  be  seen  that  a complete  downtown  renewal 
program  is  no  simple  task  --  it  takes  time,  money,  and,  in  the  case  of  Wendell, 
a situation  where  merchants  feel  economically  threatened  if  they  don't  under- 
take such  a project.  In  view  of  a recent  report  in  Kenly  that  several  existing 
businesses  will  be  displaced  by  a commercial  project  encompassing  an  entire 
city  block,  the  needed  impetus  may  be  provided  for  an  entire  downtown  rebuilding 
project.  The  downtown  businessmen's  association  should  begin  immediately  to 
discuss  the  alternatives  open  to  them.  Some  possible  alternatives  are  listed 
below.  More  detailed  data  and  recommendations  will  be  made  in  the  Comprehensive 
Development  Plan  for  Kenly,  which  is  currently  being  undertaken. 

1.  Total  program  --  Merchants  may  wish  to  undertake  a total  facelifting 
program  similar  to  Wendell's.  This  would  involve  new  store  fronts, 
sidewalks,  parking,  underground  utilities,  street  furniture,  and 
street  lighting.  The  store  front  treatment  could  be  simple  and 
relatively  inexpensive,  or  it  could  be  more  complete  and  costly.  A 
sketch  showing  relative  inexpensive  facade  treatments  is  being  pre- 
sented to  the  Planning  Board  along  with  this  report.  If  merchants 
decide  that  they  want  to  embark  on  a total  program,  they  should 
form  a committee  and  hire  a consultant  to  do  detailed  plans  and  cost 
estimates.  It  should  be  kept  in  mind,  though,  that  street  improve- 
ments could  not  be  as  extensive  as  in  Wendell,  since  Second  Street 
is  relatively  narrow.  The  plan  would  undoubtedly  have  to  incorporate 
additional  off-street  parking  areas  since  angle  parking  could  not  be 
accommodated  on  Second  Street.  All  of  these  matters,  and  especially 
the  Heritage  Bank  proposed  building  program,  should  be  incorporated 
into  any  plans  and  recommendations. 


2.  Partial  program  --  The  Town  of  Kenly  may  decide  that  it  cannot 

afford,  or  does  not  desire,  a full  scale  downtown  rebuilding  program. 
In  this  case,  a number  of  lesser  projects  could  be  undertaken  to  en- 
hance the  appearance  and  image  of  the  central  business  district. 

These  projects,  outlined  below,  could  be  undertaken  singly,  or  any 
number  of  them  could  be  carried  out  concurrently. 

a.  New  storefronts.  This  project  would  require  one  of  the  largest 
capital  outlays  for  individual  merchants.  They  should  be  de- 
signed by  an  architect  to  ensure  unity  (but  not  "sameness"  in 
design. 
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b.  Signs . New  signs  should  replace  dilapidated  ones  where  possible; 
otherwise  existing  signs  should  be  repainted.  Sizes  should  be 
limited  by  common  agreement,  and  overhanging  signs  discouraged. 
Colors  should  be  muted,  compatible,  and  in  good  taste. 

c.  Upper  story  improvement.  Upper  stories,  where  now  painted,  should 
be  repainted.  Windows  could  be  shuttered  for  a pleasing  effect. 
Window  glass  should  be  cleaned,  and  stock,  supplies,  etc.  should 
be  removed  from  outside  view. 

d.  Street  trees.  Street  trees  would  add  considerably  to  downtown 
appearance.  Planters  would  probably  be  required,  and  they  would 
require  some  maintenence.  Ginko  trees  would  be  a good  selection. 

e.  Parking.  Improved  off-street  parking  should  be  provided.  The 
present  parking  area  at  the  railroad  crossing  could  be  hard- 
surfaced and  landscaped  for  a pleasing,  and  practical,  effect. 
Additional  off-street  parking  could  be  provided  on  the  block 
bordered  by  First,  Edgerton,  Gardner,  and  North  Railroad  Streets. 

f.  Canopies . Canopies  provide  protection  from  the  elements  for 
shoppers,  as  well  as  a unifying  appearance  to  shops.  They  must 
be  carefully  chosen,  though,  for  they  can  become  eyesores  as  well 
as  physical  attributes. 

g.  New  street,  lights.  Street  lights  could  be  placed  on  more 
pleasing  aluminum  poles. 

h.  Underground  wires.  Placing  utility  wires  underground  would  im- 
prove the  present  jumbled  appearance*  but  it  is  relatively 
expensive.  CP  & L would  participate  in  an  overall  downtown 
redevelopment,  but  anything  less  would  involve  substantial 
contributions  from  the  town. 

i.  Street,  furniture.  Furniture  such  as  benches,  planters,  and 
pleasing  litter  containers  could  be  placed  in  front  of  shops. 

j.  General,  painting  and  cleanup.  Store  fronts  could  be  repainted, 
window  glass  cleaned,  sidewalks  swept,  etc.  This  could  be 
incorporated  with  a town-wide  cleanup  campaign,  or  could  be 
done  separately. 

Goal  4:  To  encourage  removal  of  vacant  dilapidated  buildings; 

There  are  a number  of  vacant  dilapidated  buildings  in  Kenly  which  are  not  only 
an  eyesore,  but  are  also  a fire  hazard  and  a danger  to  children  who  might  be 
playing  near  them.  A concerted  effort  should  be  made  to  have  these  buildings 
torn  down. 
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At  the  present  time,  the  only  way  this  can  be  accomplished  is  through 
voluntary  action  on  the  part  of  the  building  owner.  A civic  club  in  Kenly  could 
assume  as  a project  the  identification  of  vacant  buildings  which  have  outlived 
their  usefulness,  and  urge  the  owners  to  tear  them  down.  This  could  be  done 
either  as  an  isolated  project,  shown  on  the  suggested  annual  beautification  work 
schedule  (Appendix  B)  as  a February  project,  or  it  could  be  incorporated  as  part 
of  a clean-up,  paint-up,  fix-up  program  in  May,  or  as  part  of  a general 
neighborhood  improvement  program  in  October. 

If  the  town  should  assume  a building  inspection  function  in  the  future,  part  of 
that  function  could  be  to  enforce  an  Unsafe  Buildings  Ordinance.  Under  pro- 
visions of  such  an  ordinance  (as  permitted  in  G.  S.  160-131  through  160-136, 
and  G.  S.  160-148),  a building  inspector  could  condemn  unsafe  buildings  and  re- 
quire the  owner  to  take  corrective  action,  either  by  repairing  the  building  or 
by  demolishing  it. 

Although  the  town  may  not  be  able  to  afford  its  own  full  time  building  inspector, 
this  should  not  preclude  the  services  of  an  inspector  should  the  town  so  desire. 
Municipalities  may  jointly  share  the  services  of  a building  inspector  with 
another  municipality  or  county.  Such  a joint  agreement  could  take  any  one  of 
a number  of  forms,  so  long  as  it  conformed  to  requirements  of  the  Joint 
Exercise  of  Powers  Act  (G.S.  160A-460  through  160A-465). 

Goal  5:  To  encourage  removal  of  oversized,  unsightly,  and  deteriorated 
signs  and  billboards,  and  to  strictly  regulate  all  new  signs: 

Signs  are  an  aesthetic  problem  in  almost  every  community,  and  Kenly  is  no 
exception.  One  need  only  look  at  the  conglomeration  of  signs  and  billboards 
along  U.  S.  301  to  see  it  is  a problem.  Existing  signs  are  frequently  too  large 
to  blend  into  their  surroundings,  there  are  too  many  signs  per  business 
establishment  (some  service  stations  have  nearly  a dozen  signs),  and  many  signs 
need  to  be  repainted. 

Presently,  there  are  no  ordinances  regulating  signs  or  billboards  in  Kenly. 

About  the  only  thing  that  can  be  done  is  to  urge  merchants  to  repair  or  re- 
move signs  that  are  deteriorated  as  part  of  the  overall  beautification  program. 
The  businessmen’s  association  should  urge  compliance  with  a voluntary  limit  on 
the  number  of  signs  per  establishment.  There  should  be  no  need  for  more  than 
two  or  three  outdoor  signs  per  business.  Blinking  or  flashing  lights  can  give 
a "honky-tonk"  atmosphere  to  a town;  they  should  be  discouraged.  Sign  sizes 
should  also  be  limited  --  one  criteron  frequently  used  is  that  the  square  footage 
of  all  outdoor  advertising  signs  should  not  exceed  the  front  footage  of  the 
business  (building)  they  are  advertising.  Also,  signs  should  advertise  only 
business  activities  conducted  on  the  premises,  which  helps  to  limit  billboards. 

It  would  be  unrealistic  to  expect  that  the  above  objectives  could  all  be 
achieved  voluntarily,  although  some  might  be.  However,  there  can  be  strong 
sign  regulations  incorporated  into  the  town’s  zoning  ordinance  when  it  is 
written.  That  ordinance  could  also  include  provisions  requiring  removal  of  non- 
conforming  signs  over  a period  of  time  (usually  two  or  more  years),  if  the 
town  desires  such  measures.  Meanwhile,  a voluntary  program  could  be  launched. 
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Goal  6:  To  initiate  an  annual  clean-up,  paint-up,  fix-up  campaign: 

An  annual  clean-up,  paint-up,  fix-up  campaign,  with  a suggested  schedule  for 
the  month  of  May,  could  be  very  effective  if  it  is  well  planned  and  executed. 

It  is  suggested  for  the  month  of  May,  since  the  weather  is  then  conducive  to 
getting  people  to  work  outdoors  on  their  houses  and  lawns. 

The  National  Clean-up,  Paint-up,  Fix-up  Bureau  has  published  an  excellent  series 
of  booklets  on  organizing  and  implementing  such  a program;  unfortunately  the 
bureau  is  no  longer  in  existence,  but  copies  of  the  booklets  may  be  available 
through  the  local  library  system  or  inter-library  loan.  The  following  suggestions 
are  excerpts  from  the  bureau’s  booklets. 

1.  Have  specific  goals  in  mind  that  you  want  to  accomplish  during 
the  campaign.  These  goals  might  be  aimed  towards  correcting 
deficiencies  identified  in  a neighborhood  survey.  Criteria 
which  can  be  used  for  such  a survey  can  be  found  in  Appendix 
C.  This  survey  could  be  sponsored  by  the  Garden  Club  or  some 
other  local  organization. 

2.  Inventory  the  resources  (people,  money,  equipment)  that  are  available 
to  reach  these  goals. 

3.  Motivate  citizens  to  action  by  following  these  important  steps: 

a.  Contact  five  "doers"--  a city  official,  business  leader, 
merchant,  youth  organizer,  women's  club  leader,  club  president-- 
any  five  people  (or  more)  who  are  known  for  "getting  things 
done."  Call  a meeting  of  these  key  people. 

b.  E stablish  the  need  for  a Clean-up,  Paint-up,  Fix-up  Campaign 
by  analyzing  your  city’s  problems.  What  needs  to  be  done? 

What  existing  problems  or  eyesores  highlight  the  need  for  a 
Clean  Up  Campaign?  Blighted  areas?  Uninviting  approaches  to 
the  city?  Trash?  Litter?  Unsightly  Parks  ? Others? 

c.  Seek  help  by  asking  your  "doers"  to:  gain  the  support  of  their 
own  group  or  city  department,  determine  their  willingness  to 
undertake  or  participate  in  a project,  contact  others  they  feel 
should  serve  on  the  committee,  and  prepare  a list  of  suggested 
Clean  Up  projects. 

d.  Call  a second  meeting  to  review  the  reports  of  your  "doers," 
discuss  the  results  of  their  contacts  and  utilize  their  talent 
and  abilities.  Ask  one  member  to  secure  the  support  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Departments;  another  to  serve  as  temporary  chair- 
man of  the  first  general  meeting  and  prepare  the  agenda;  and  one 
or  more  to  seek  the  support  of  news  media  in  publicizing  the  pro- 
posed program.  Decide  who  will  phone  the  list  of  interested 
parties,  who  will  write  or  contact  other  groups  and  agree  on  the 
time  and  place  for  the  general  meeting. 
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4.  Hold  a general  community  meeting  to  establish  a clean-up,  paint-up, 
fix-up  committee.  This  meeting  should  accomplish  the  following: 

a.  Sell  the  need  for  a Clean-up,  Paint-up,  Fix-up  Campaign  in  your 
community . 

b.  Present  your  preliminary  plan  for  organization  --  stressing  the 
importance  of  developing  a chain  of  command,  starting  with  the 
Honorary  Chairman,  General  Chairman,  Steering  Committee,  etc. 

c.  Vote  to  organize  a Clean-up,  Paint-up,  Fix-up  Committee  and 
elect  officers. 

d.  Generate  enthusiam  by  presenting  proposed  projects  on  the  basis 
that  they  will  be  studied,  developed  by  a Steering  Committee, 
and  reviewed  in  detail  at  the  next  general  meeting. 

e.  Urge  everyone  to  contribute  ideas  and  suggestions.  To  avoid 
lengthy  discussion  during  this  meeting,  prepare  mimeographed 
sheets  on  which  those  present  can  suggest  projects,  list  projects 
planned  by  their  groups  which  could  be  a Clean  Up  Campaign  con- 
tribution, or  simply  sign  as  volunteers  to  work  on  certain 
projects  or  committees. 

f.  Adjourn  meeting  by:  Asking  each  person  to  secure  the  backing 
of  his  office  or  organization  for  the  Campaign.  Emphasize  the 
fact  that  a successful  program  is  contingent  on  sound  planning 
and  community-wide  participation.  Announce  the  time  and  place 
of  the  next  meeting.  Outline  the  next  program,  i.e.,  a vote 

on  financing  the  campaign,  a vote  on  campaign  dates,  projects,  etc. 

5.  Hold  additional  meetings,  as  necessary,  to  finalize  plans. 

6.  Publicize  the  campaign.  Publicity  is  the  means  whereby  you  tell  the 
citizens  of  your  town  what  you  are  going  to  do;  how  you  are  going 

to  do  it;  when  you  are  going  to  do  it;  why  you  are  going  to  do  it; 
and,  most  important,  how  they  can  help. 

7.  Involve  all  the  townspeople  by  forming  subcommittees  --  groups  of 
workers  that  can  furnish  the  manpower,  time,  talent  and  effort  to 
make  each  project  a success.  For  example,  a park  beautification 
project  might  enlist  the  Jaycees  to  paint  and  repair,  the  Scouts  to 
remove  litter,  trucks  from  the  Sanitation  Department  to  remove  the 
trash,  etc.  Each  subcommittee  should  have  a "project  chairman"  to 
direct  the  workers  and  coordinate  his  activities  with  the  General 
Campaign  Chairman.  Organize  your  subcommittees  and  kick-off  the 
campaign  by  calling  another  general  meeting,  arranging  a kick-off 
luncheon,  parade  or  similar  community  event! 
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Admittedly,  this  may  sound  like  a complex  undertaking,  and  it  is.  A success- 
ful campaign  of  this  type  requires  a good  deal  of  planning,  but  if  done  well 
the  benefits  should  justify  the  work  involved. 

Goal  7:  To  make  people  aware  of  the  litter  problem,  and  to  mount  a sustained 
campaign  against  litter: 

Litter  is  a national  problem,  and  several  programs  have  been  mounted  nation- 
wide to  combat  it.  While  the  litter  problem  in  Kenly  is  no  worse  than  that 
found  in  other  communities,  measures  should  be  taken  to  minimize  it  to  the 
extent  practicable. 

Basically,  there  are  two  approaches  to  tackling  the  litter  problem.  The  first 
is  to  promote  an  anti-litter  habit  through  educational  programs  and  advertising, 
and  through  the  placement  of  litter  containers.  The  second  method  is  to  adopt 
and  enforce  an  anti-litter  ordinance. 

Placement  of  litter  containers  would  be  a worthwhile  beautification  project  for 
any  club  or  organization  in  Kenly  to  undertake.  If  resources  are  not  available 
for  purchasing  containers,  they  can  be  fashioned  from  55  gallon  drums  which 
local  businesses  usually  are  willing  to  donate.  A contest  would  be  held  in 
local  schools  for  the  best  litter  container  design,  and  other  groups  could 
volunteer  to  decorate  them.  An  excellent  source  of  information  on  litter  con- 
tainers and  other  aspects  of  an  anti-litter  campaign  can  be  obtained  from 
Keep  America  Beautiful,  Inc.,  and  Keep  North  Carolina  Beautiful,  Inc.  A 
list  of  materials  available  from  KAB  is  presented  in  Appendix  C. 

The  Planning  Board  may  also  wish  to  suggest  that  the  Town  Board  of  Commissioners 
adopt  an  anti-litter  ordinance.  A copy  of  a model  ordinance  prepared  by  the 
North  Carolina  League  of  Municipalities  is  presented  in  Appendix  D.  The  Town 
Board  may  request  that  the  State  Highway  Commission  place  additional  notices 
of  litter  penalties  along  U.  S.  Highway  301  and  State  Highway  222.  To  do  this, 
a request  should  be  sent  to:

Goal  8:  To  initiate  a street  tree  planting  program: 

A community’s  beautification  program  is  not  complete  without  the  beauty  of 
well-placed  street  trees.  Street  trees  tend  to  soften  harsh  building  lines 
and  bring  about  natural  and  satisfying  beauty.  They  also  serve  to  blend 
homes,  churches  and  business  areas  into  a fluid,  visually  pleasing  pattern. 
Protection  from  the  hot  summer  sun  is  afforded  to  pedestrians  using  tree-lined 
sidewalks  or  pathways. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  most  of  the  pleasing  views  mentioned  in  com- 
pleted visual  questionnaires  were  tree  lined  streets,  particularly  streets 
lined  with  flowering  dogwoods.  In  contrast  to  the  pleasing  streets  in  Kenly, 
such  as  portions  of  Alford,  Edgerton,  and  College,  there  exists  the  starkly 
unadorned  Second  Street  business  district,  U.  S.  Highway  301,  South  Railroad 
Street,  Third  Street,  and  several  others  which  are  readily  apparent  to  anyone 
driving  or  walking  through  the  town. 

Despite  their  assets,  street  trees,  if  improperly  planted  or  maintained  can  be- 
come a liability.  Trees  may  be  planted  too  close  to  curbs  or  at  corners  where 
they  interfere  with  proper  vision,  thus  making  them  hazardous  to  the  safe  use 
of  the  street.  Trees  planted  with  regard  to  their  fully  grown  size  may  inter- 
fere with  overhead  utilities.  They  may  be  planted  so  that  roots  will  clog  sewers, 
push  up  sidewalks,  or  interfere  with  the  maintenance  of  underground  utilities. 

To  preclude  potential  problems  such  as  these,  a street  tree  planting  program 
should  be  carefully  planned  and  executed.  The  suggested  beautification  work 
program  schedule  shows  street  tree  planting  during  the  month  of  November,  along 
with  other  landscaping  projects.  Trees  can  also  be  planted  during  other 
seasons,  but  it  is  best  to  check  with  local  nurseries  to  determine  the  best 
season  for  individual  species. 

The  following  procedures  should  be  followed  in  planning  and  executing  a street 
tree  planting  program. 

1.  A club  or  organization  should  be  sought  to  sponsor  such  a program. 

This  would  most  likely  be  the  Kenly  Garden  Club. 

2.  This  club  should  meet  with  the  Planning  Board  to  determine 
where  street  trees  should  ideally  be  planted.  It  may  be 
decided  that  all  streets  now  lacking  trees  should  be  planted. 

The  total  plan  should  be  blocked  off  on  a map  with  tentative 
planting  segments.  These  segments  should  reflect  a linear 
distance  which  could  logically  be  planted  in  one  day  by  club 
members  --  about  two  or  three  blocks  on  both  sides  of  the  street. 

3.  Priorities  should  be  established,  again  with  the  concurrence 

of  the  sponsoring  organization  and  the  Planning  Board,  to  deter- 
mine the  order  in  which  the  plan  is  to  be  implemented.  The  seg- 
ments comprising  major  entranceways  to  the  town,  Highways  301 
and  222,  might  be  considered  a first  priority,  or  perhaps  the 
railroad  right-of-way  or  business  district  should  be  first. 

4.  After  the  overall  locations  and  location  priorities  have  been 
determined,  the  types  of  trees  to  be  planted  should  be  determined. 
(Appendix  F contains  a description  of  street  trees  suitable  for 
North  Carolina.)  Local  nurseries  should  be  contacted  to  get 
opinions  and  cost  estimates  on  species  they  stock  which  are  suitable 
for  soils  found  in  Kenly.  (Soil  information  can  be  obtained  from 
the  county  Soil  Conservation  Service  representative.)  A list  of 
certified  nurseries  in  Johnston  and  Wilson  Counties  is  presented 

in  Appendix  G of  this  report. 
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If  the  plantings  are  to  be  along  a State  maintained  right-of-way, 
permission  must  be  obtained  from  the  State  Highway  Commission.  Pro- 
cedures for  obtaining  this  permission,  as  well  as  the  Commission's 
planting  requirements,  can  be  found  in  Appendix  H. 

5.  After  needed  permission  has  been  granted,  the  tree  planting  day 
(or  days)  should  be  scheduled.  Property  owners  abutting  streets 
to  be  improved  can  be  asked  for  donations  to  help  defray  the  cost 

of  the  trees,  or  some  fund-raising  event  can  be  sponsored  to  pay  for 
them. 

6.  Try  to  involve  other  clubs  and  organizations,  such  as  the  Lions, 

Kiwanis  or  Boy  Scouts,  in  the  actual  planting. 

In  deciding  where  trees  should  be  placed,  consideration  should  be  given  to 
existing  and  planned  utilities,  planned  street  widening  programs,  and  potential 
traffic  hazards  caused  by  full-grown  trees.  For  this  reason  the  tree  planting 
program  should  not  be  started  until  the  Comprehensive  Development  Plan  has  been 
prepared  and  adopted.  For  maximum  development  large  shade  trees  should  be  placed 
at  least  50  feet  apart  and  smaller  trees  at  least  30-35  feet  apart. 

It  is  recommended  that  a single  species  be  used  for  a considerable  distance 
along  a given  street,  but  to  avoid  monotony  and  to  avoid  the  possibility  of 
disease  or  insect  infestation,  as  many  different  species  as  practical  should  be 
used  throughout  the  town.  Small  flowering  trees  such  as  Carolina  Cherry  Laurel, 
Dogwood  or  Fosteri  Holly  --  backed  by  pine  trees  for  yard  planting  --  could  have 
a visually  pleasing  effect  in  several  residential  areas. 

The  Town  Board  of  Commissioners  may,  in  the  future,  wish  to  protect  and  pre- 
serve the  town's  tree  resources  by  adopting  an  ordinance  regulating  the  care  and 
planting  of  trees  on  city  streets.  A sample  ordinance  of  this  type  can  be 
found  in  Appendix  I. 

Goal  9:  To  enhance  the  visual  quality  of  new  subdivisions  by  requiring  certain 
improvements,  including  paved  streets  and  underground  utilities; 

This  goal  can  probably  be  achieved  only  through  the  adoption  of  subdivision 
regulations  by  the  Town  of  Kenly.  These  regulations  are  scheduled  for  prepara- 
tion during  the  second  year  of  the  town's  contract  with  the  Division  of  Community 
Services ,/ 

New  subdivisions  are  subject  to  a number  of  blighting  influences  if  they  are 
not  properly  designed.  These  influences,  which  affect  the  visual  quality  of 
new  neighborhoods,  include  streets  and  utility  wiring  systems.  Unpaved  roads, 
with  their  dust,  mud  and  potholes,  degrade  the  character  of  a residential  area. 
Paved  roads  are  required  in  almost  all  communities  which  enforce  subdivision 
regulations,  and  they  should  be  required  in  Kenly.  Underground  utility  systems 
are  also  finding  widespread  acceptance  in  North  Carolina,  and  most  progressive 
communities  require  them  in  their  subdivision  regulations.  Kenly  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  require  these  improvements  within  the  next  year,  and  this 
opportunity  should  receive  strong  consideration  and  support  from  all  elements 
of  the  community. 
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Goal  10:  To  encourage  and  promote  landscaping  of  public  and  private  areas 
in  the  community: 

Landscaping  projects  are  an  effective  and  relative  easy  way  to  get  most  civic 
groups  and  organizations  involved  in  beautification.  They  are  also  effective 
in  encouraging  ongoing  support  of  beautification  since  the  results  are  highly 
visible.  Some  individual  landscaping  projects  which  could  be  assigned  to  local 
clubs  and  organizations  are  listed  in  the  next  section  of  this  report. 

The  largest  single  problem  of  landscaping  projects  is  the  question  of  maintenance. 
Before  any  project  is  undertaken,  it  should  be  determined  whose  responsibility 
it  will  be  to  maintain  it.  This  is  particularly  true  in  a small  community 
like  Kenly,  since  the  town  has  little  money  or  manpower  to  devote  to  maintaining 
shrubs  and  flowerbeds.  Each  landscaping  project  should  be  carefully  planned 
with  a nursery  to  ensure  that  it  is  as  maintenance- free  as  possible.  This 
should  include  extensive  use  of  polyethelene  and  mulch  to  eliminate  weeds. 

Shrubs  and  perennials  should  be  planted  whenever  possible  to  eliminate  the  time 
required  for  planting  annuals.  A list  of  plants  and  shrubs  adapted  to  North 
Carolina  can  be  found  in  Appendix  J. 

Landscaping  of  private  yards  should  also  be  encouraged.  This  could  be  done  by 
Garden  Club  members  giving  technical  assistance  to  novice  gardeners  during  a 
Spring  and  Fall  "Yard  Month."  Contests  could  be  held  periodically  to  award 
prizes  for  the  best  landscaped  yard  and  most  improved  yard. 

Goal  11:  To  foster  widespread  community  support  for  the  beautification  program 
by  involving  all  elements  of  the  community  in  the  program: 

A program  such  as  community  beautification  must  have  a broad  base  of  support 
to  be  successful.  This  support  should  come  from  all  elements  of  the  community 
including  civic  clubs,  fraternal  organizations,  churches,  schools,  scouts,  4-H, 
etc. 

The  ideal  way  to  involve  people  is  to  do  it  from  the  inception  of  the  program. 
Community  groups  should  have  a part  in  planning  the  program  to  enhance  the 
chances  that  they  will  assist  with  implementation.  There  should  have  been  more 
citizen  input  to  the  suggested  goals  in  this  study;  however,  that  was  not 
possible  with  time  constraints.  It  should  be  remembered  that  these  are  suggested 
goals  which  should  be  discussed  in  the  community,  and  modified  whenever  necessary 
to  reach  a concensus.  A good  way  to  do  this  would  be  to  enlist  the  help  of 
community  development  specialists  in  the  County  Extension  office,  and  to  organize 
the  people  to  formulate  and  support  community  goals  and  objectives.  The  scope 
of  such  a project  could  be  broader  than  just  beautification,  and  would  be 
helpful  to  the  Planning  Board  in  the  rest  of  its  planning  work  program.  This 
larger  program  could  take  some  of  its  organizational  concepts  from  the  clean-up, 
paint-up,  fix-up  section  of  this  study. 

A first  step  to  achieving  such  participation  could  be  the  widespread  dissemina- 
tion of  this  study  for  consideration,  discussion,  and  possible  modification. 
Community  newspapers  should  be  approached  to  publicize  this  study  and  its  suggested 
goals,  as  well  as  the  broader  planning  program  of  the  Planning  Board,  The  work 
program  that  is  finally  adopted  should  then  be  implemented  as  soon  as  possible. 
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DETAILED  BEAUTIFICATION  WORK  PROJECTS 


The  following  work  projects  are  presented  as  examples  of  what  must  be  done  to 
achieve  the  goals  discussed  in  the  previous  section.  These  are  not  all  the 
possible  projects  to  improve  Kenly's  appearance,  but  are  representative  of  a 
wide  range  of  activities  that  local  civic  groups  and  clubs  can  sponsor.  The 
larger  the  number  of  community  groups  that  can  be  encouraged  to  participate,  the 
greater  are  chances  of  overall  success.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the 
following  work  projects  are  aimed  towards  achieving  the  goals  of  general  clean- 
up, landscaping,  and  junk  car  removal;  more  comprehensive  programs,  such  as 
downtown  renewal  and  a comprehensive  street  tree  planting  program,  have  been 
discussed  in  somewhat  more  detail  in  the  previous  section.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THROWING  OR  DEPOSITING  TRASH  ON  PUBLIC  OR  PRIVATE 
PROPERTY. 


The  (Governing  Body)  of  the  City/Town  of  do  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  organization  or 
private  corporation  to  throw  or  deposit  upon  any  street  or  sidewalk,  or  upon  any 
private  property,  except  with  written  permission  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such 
private  property  any  trash,  refuse,  garbage,  building  material,  cans,  bottles, 
broken  glass,  paper,  or  any  type  of  litter. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  while  a driver  or  a 
passenger  in  a vehicle  to  throw  or  deposit  litter  upon  any  street  or  other  public 
place  within  the  town,  or  upon  private  property. 

Section  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this 
ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  violating  this  ordinance  shall  be 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  ($50.00), 
or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  thirty  days. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  adoption.

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STATE  HIGHWAY  COMMISSION 
RULES  GOVERNING  PLANTINGS  IN 
COMMISSION  RIGHTS  OF  WAY 


Specific  planting  projects  on  State  Highway  Commission  right-of-way.  Should  the 
municiplaity  desire  more  extensive  planting  than  is  provided  by  the  Commission,  in- 
cluding any  exceptions  to  the  standards  on  the  following  page,  a plan  for  sucn 
proposed  planting  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  and  would  be  considered  a 
construction  or  improvement  item.*  An  individual  permit  and  agreement  on 
Commission  and  municipal  responsibilities  for  planting  and  plant  maintenance  will 
be  required  in  each  instance,  covering  not  only  financial  responsibility  but  also 
the  furnishing  of  personnel,  equipment  and  materials  for  performing  plant 
maintenance  and  associated  hand  mowing  operations. 

Proposed  planting  by  civic  organizations.  Civic  organizations  desiring  to  pro- 
vide more  extensive  planting  of  trees  and  shrubs  on  State  Highway  Commission 
right-of-way  than  is  provided  by  the  Commission  shall  handle  negotiations  through 
the  municipality  as  outlined  above. 

For  the  guidance  of  municipalities  and  civic  organizations  in  submitting  their 
planting  plans  to  the  Commission,  a document  has  been  prepared  entitled, 

"Standards  for  Highway  and  Street  Planting  in  Municipalities."  Compliance  with 
these  standards  or  acceptance  of  satisfactory  exceptions  as  far  as  existing  plants 
are  concerned  will  be  a matter  of  determination  by  the  Commission  on  an  individual 
basis .

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STANDARDS  FOR  HIGHWAY  AND  STREET  PLANTING  IN  MUNICIPALITIES 


The  following  standards  for  tree,  shrub  and  ground  cover  planting  apply  to  those 
State  Highway  System  highways  and  streets  within  municipalities  where  the  speed 
limit  is  45  miles  per  hour  or  less.  Planting  on  sections  with  a higher  speed 
limit,  and  planting  that  involves  exceptions  to  these  standards  will  be  con- 
sidered on  an  individual  site  basis.

Vertical  Clearances 


A minimum  clearance  of  16  ft.  above  the  entire  pavement  width  must  be  maintained 
at  all  times,  and  also  a minimum  clearance  of  7 ft.  above  a sidewalk  or 
pedestrian  space. 

Sight  Distances 

Shrubs  must  be  kept  low,  and  trees  and  large  shrubs  under- trimmed  sufficiently 
to  permit  clear  sight  in  the  area  between  2 feet  and  6 feet  above  roadway 
elevations.  Due  to  widely  varying  conditions  of  topography,  highway  alignment 
and  grade,  and  type  and  volume  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic,  necessary 
sight  distances  longitudinally  along  the  highway  and  in  excess  of  the  lateral 
minimum  described  above  must  be  individual  site  determinations. 

Choice  of  Plants 


Tall-growing  trees  should  not  be  selected  for  planting  beneath  utility  lines 
and  wide-spreading  trees  should  not  be  used  unless  there  is  sufficient  width  of 
planting  area  to  accommodate  them  without  continuing  severe  pruning. 
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Choice  of  Plants  (Continued) 


Small  trees  and  large  shrubs  should  be  used  which  are  adaptable  to  under- 
trimming without  destroying  their  normal  appearance.  Only  low-growing  shrubs 
are  to  be  used  in  medians  and  close  to  the  edge  of  shoulders  to  avoid  need  for 
continuing  severe  pruning.  In  some  locations  all  shrubs  should  be  omitted, 
but  this  must  be  an  individual  site  determination  by  the  municipality. 

In  curb  and  gutter  areas,  ground  cover  is  permissible  between  curb  and  shrubs 
to  avoid  a narrow  mowing  strip. 

Plantings  of  kinds  of  plants  requiring  special  care  (such  as  roses,  bulbs, 
flower  beds,  formal  hedges)  are  not  eligible  for  State  maintenance  funds.  If 
installed,  such  plantings  must  be  maintained  entirely  at  municipal  expense. 

Pavement  Removal 


When  pavement  remains  beneath  traffic  channelization  islands,  such  pavement 
may  not  be  broken  or  removed  without  written  permission  from  the  Commission. 


Effect  on  MbWing  and  Drainage 

Trees  should  be  placed  sufficiently  far  apart,  and  low  shrubs  should  be 
grouped  in  beds  of  a shape  that  will  facilitate  mower  operation  and  avoid 
excessive  mower  maneuvering  or  hand  trimming.  Plantings  are  to  be  made  a 
minimum  of  5 feet  from  ditch  or  as  necessary  in  a manner  that  will  not  inter- 
fere with  proper  drainage  of  the  highway  or'  street. 


Traffic  Operation  and  Safety 


All  plantings  are  to  be  maintained  in  a condition  which  will  not  interfere 
with  nor  endanger  either  vehicular  or  pedestrian  traffic.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  PLANTING,  MAINTENANCE,  PROTECTION, 

CONTROL,  AND  REMOVAL  OF  TREES  IN  AND  UPON  THE  PUBLIC  STREETS  AND  OTHER 
PUBLIC  PLACES  IN  THE  TOWN  OF  KENLY  AND  PROVIDING  A PENALTY  FOR  VIOLATION 
THEREOF  AND  REPEALING  ALL  ORDINANCES  IN  CONFLICT  THEREWITH. 

THE  TOWN  OF  KENLY  DOES  ORDAIN  AS  FOLLOWS: 

Section  1.  Title  of  Ordinance 

This  ordinance  shall  hereafter  be  referred  to  and  cited  as  the  Street 
Tree  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Kenly,  North  Carolina. 

Section  2.  Enforcing  Authority 

The  or  (his  or  its)  duly  authorized  representative 

shall  be  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  Permission  to  Plant  Trees 

No  trees  or  shrubs  shall  hereafter  be  planted  in  or  removed  from  any 
public  parking  strip  or  other  public  place  in  the  town  without  permission 
from  . 

Section  4.  Street  Tree  Plan 

All  trees  and  shrubs  hereafter  planted  in  any  public  parking  strip  or 
other  public  place  in  the  town  shall  conform  as  to  species  and  location  to  the 
street  tree  plan. 

Section  5.  Prohibited  Trees 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  plant  in  any  public  parking  strip  the  following 
trees :

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Section  6.  Removal  of  Trees 


The  or  (his/its)  duly  authorized  representative  may  cause 

to  be  trimmed,  pruned,  or  removed  any  trees,  shrubs,  plants  or  vegetation  in  any 
parking  strip  or  other  public  place,  or  may  require  any  property  owner  to  trim, 
prune,  or  remove  any  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  or  vegetation  in  a parking  strip 
abutting  upon  said  owner's  property,  and  failure  to  comply  therewith,  after 

day's  notice  by  the  town  clerk,  shall  be  deemed  a violation  of  this 

ordinance . 

Section  7.  Dangerous  Trees  a Nuisance;  Summary  Powers  to  Remove  Same 

Any  tree  or  shrub  growing  in  a parking  strip  or  any  public  place,  or  in 
private  property,  which  is  endangering  or  which  in  any  way  may  endanger  the 
security  or  usefulness  of  any  public  street,  sewer,  or  sidewalk,  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a public  nuisance,  and  the  town  may  remove  or  trim  such  tree, 
or  may  require  the  property  owner  to  remove  or  trim  any  such  tree  on  private 
property,  or  in  a parking  strip  abutting  upon  said  owner's  property.  Failure 

of  the  property  owner  to  remove  or  trim  such  tree  after  day's  notice  by 

the  town  clerk  shall  be  deemed  a violation  of  this  ordinance,  and  the 

may  then  remove  or  trim  said  tree  and  assess  the  costs 

against  the  property. 

Section  8.  Appeals 

Appeals  from  orders  made  hereunder  may  be  made  by  filing  written  notice 
thereof  with  the  town  clerk  within  ten  days  after  such  order  is  received, 
stating  in  substance  that  the  appeal  is  being  made  from  such  order  to  the 
Town  Board  of  Commissioners.  The  clerk  shall  thereupon  call  such  appeal  to 
the  attention  of  the  Town  Board  of  Commissioners  at  the  next  regular 

succeeding  meeting,  at  which  meeting  the  appellant  and  the  may 

present  evidence.  Action  taken  by  the  Board  after  such  hearing  shall  be 
conclusive. 
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Section  9.  Abuse  or  Mutilation  of  Trees 

It  shall  be  a violation  of  this  ordinance  to  abuse,  destroy,  mutilate 
any  tree,  shrub,  or  plant  in  a public  parking  strip  or  any  other  public 
place,  or  to  attach  or  place  any  rope  or  wire  (other  than  one  used  to  support 
a young  or  broken  tree),  sign,  poster,  handbill,  or  any  other  thing  to  or  on 
any  tree  growing  in  a public  place,  or  to  cause  or  permit  any  wire  charged 
with  electricity  to  come  in  contact  with  any  such  tree,  or  to  allow  any 
gaseous,  liquid,  or  solid  substance  which  is  harmful  to  such  trees  to  come 
in  contact  with  their  roots  or  leaves. 

Section  10.  Violation  of  This  Ordinance 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or 
failing  to  comply  with  them  shall  upon  conviction  be  punished  by  a fine  not 
to  exceed  ($ ). 

Section  11.  Conflict 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  12.  Validity 

If  any  section  of  this  ordinance  is  declared  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competant  jurisdiction  such  decision  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  that  section 
only  and  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  ordinance  as  a whole  or  any 
part  thereof  other  than  the  part  declared  invalid.
